Senator Lodge Outlines “Five 
Constructive Criticisms” 
of Draft 


LOWELL ALLODGE 
IN LEAGUE DEBATE 


Harvard President Declares 
Constitution Is Experi­ 
ment Only 


BOSTON, 
Mass., 
Mar. 
20.—Two 
Anferican gentlemen, 
United States 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and Dr. A. 
Lawrence Lowell, president of Har­ 
vard University, met here last night 
in a debate on “The Most Momentous 
Question 
Before 
the 
World”—the 
league of nations. 
The decision as to the merits of the 
arguments lies today with the Ameri­ 
can people. 
There 
was no official 
judge, mo referee. 
In some 
respects 
Senator 
Lodge 
and Dr. Lowell were agreed. 
The lat­ 
ten argued in favor of the principles 
of tho covenant, adm itting the neces­ 
sity of some clariiication and am end­ 
ment. 
Senator Lodge objected to the 
draft in its present form but declared 
himself in favor of a league of nations. 
Senator Lodge criticized the present 
draft as a loosely drawn and crudely 
worded instrum ent. Dr. Lowell adm it­ 
ted that there was much of it capable 
of m lsuudcrstanding and which had 
been m isinterpreted. 
Adm itting this 
and the need for several changes atod 
some am endm ents. Dr. Lowell strong­ 
ly urged the adoption of the underlying 
principles of the d raft of the league 
now before the world. 
Dr. Lowell declared the draft is the 
first experim ent in open diplomacy and 
was Submitted as such in the form of 
an experiment. 
He said there was no j 
intention of adopting the covenant as 
it now stands; th a t in their present 
stale the clauses are tentative only 
aud designed to allow the people of 
the world to consider the question for 
themselves. 
Senator Lodge asked the mothers, 
the sisters and the 
sw eethearts 
of 
America if they are willing to guaran­ 
tee the political Independence and te r­ 
ritorial integrity of every nation on 
earth to the extent of sending th eir 
loved ones to far corners of the world 
to m aintain those principles. 
For a 
few moments there was silence, then 
iioraeone shouted: “ Yes,” which was 
followed 
by 
an 
overwhelming “No, 
No!’’ from men and women alike. 
Senator Lodge summed up ills op­ 
position to the draft of the covenant, 
In what he term ed “five constructive 
criticism s" which were in effect th at: 
First, the instrum ent should be re­ 
drafted. It should mention what vote 
is necessary to pass on every subject 
contained in the covenant and worded 
so that they all may understand it. 
Second, am biguous phrases 
should 
be eliminated. 
Third, should be made more definite 
by a larger reservation of the Monroe 
Doctrine. 
Fourth, international 
questions 
of 
immigration should be excluded.

A district 
to 
raise 
revenue— 
this is the plan that has been,,de­ 
cided upon to reclaim 
the 
old 
cemetery and bring it back to the 
point where it will not be a dis­ 
grace to th# fair city 
of 
Santa 
Ana and the communities directly 
responsible for it. 
* 
After a year or more of work in de­ 
volving a method for overcoming the 
conditions which have developed 
in 
the old section of this community's 
public burial grounds, the Chamber of 
Commerce committee has reached a 
definite decision as to the hest meth­ 
od of raising finances to maintain the 
cemetery in the condition it should be 
kept in. 
The femains of many men and wom­ 
en whose influence on this community 
Is felt even to this date are laid: away 
im what is practically an abandoned 
cemetery. Men whose foresight influ­ 
enced the development of Santa Ana 
and Orange county, are resting in that 
salted spot," and it is one of the cry­ 
ing shames of this time that the last 
nesting places of these sturdy pioneers 
should Pe permitted to develop into 
the condition obtaining there 
today. 
This is the sentiment expressed by 
many men and women familiar with 
the situation. 
J. E. Liebig, former member of the 
itojtrd of directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and chairman of the com­ 
mittee, submitted the plans 
of 
the 
committee to the directors 
of the 
Chamber of Commerce last night and 
they were heartily approved and funds 
were voted for the printing of peti­ 
tions to be used, and other incidental 
expenses necessary to get the district 
m atter before the board of supervi­ 
sors. 
Organization of a district is advis­ 
able under a law known as “An act 
to .provide public cemetery districts,” 
approved March 6, 1909, and amended 
in 1911. 
To organize aucht a district, 
it will he necessary to secure the sig­ 
natures of a majority of voters with­ 
in the proposed district, for presenta­ 
tion to the board of suiiervisors in a 
request that such a district be estab­ 
lished. 
The cimmittee believes that 
such 
petitions can be secured without any 
great expense and asked financial sup- 
port of the chamber to the extent of 
providing printed petitions 
and 
for 
meeting other minor 
expenses 
that 
m^ght come up in the progress of the 
work. 
It is believed that there are enough 
residents kl different parts of the pro­ 
posed district who are directly inter­ 
ested and who will gladly circulate 
the petitions for the necessary signa­ 
tures. The committee was authorized 
to carry out its plans, and active work 
will soon 
continence.

some little time to get the m atter un­ 
der motion and the petitions before 
the board of supervisors.

the 
city is on the verge of a big awaken­ 
ing in building activity in the business 
section. 
New business buildings in 
contemplation, and which will prob­ 
ably be under way by or before the 
end of this summer, will call for the 
expenditure of several hundred thous­ 
ands of dollars. 
There is considerable activity in 
city business property and during the 
last week two properties on West 
Fourth street have beeft dealt to new 
owners. 
W alter L. Moore has purchased the 
twenty feet adjoining his corner lot 
on Fourth and Broadway, the purch­ 
ase being made from Mrs. Chaa. H. 
Smith, who has owned it for twenty 
years or more. The room is now oc­ 
cupied by the Standard Paint and Pa­ 
per Company. 
The consideration is 
not disclosed for publication but it is 
known to have changed hands at more 
than $1000 per front foot. 
lf negotiations now under way are 
successful, Moore will also tear out 
the present brick structure and build 
a new one while he is erecting the 
building now in progress on the cor­ 
ner. In event negotiations are , suc­ 
cessful, there is every probability 
that Ed Waite, who owns the lot just 
east of Moore’s purchase, and where 
the Log Cabin Cigar store is located, 
will co-operate with Moore in com­ 
pleting a two-story building from the 
McNeal building west to the corner of 
Broadway. 
The carrying out of this plan, with 
the installation of new fronts, would 
make a valuable addition to that end 
of one of the best business blocks in 
the city, and would add materially to 
the general appearance of the cor­ 
ner. 
If Moore is not successful in his 
negotiations he will put in a base­ 
ment at once, as the work can be 
done much more easily and at less 
expense than it can be done after ha 
has completed his new building on 
the corner. 
The other deal in the block is the 
sale by W. O. Hill to Dr. J. R. Wilcox 
of the property on the opposite side 
of the street occupied by what is now 
Wolford’s cash grocery, and formerly 
known as one of Sam Hill’s chain of 
stores. The property is 20x150 feet 
and the consideration was somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $750 per front 
foot.

The store is now 
under lease anti Dr. Wilcox contem­ 
plates no immediate change.

One of the features of the business 
property deals mentioned is that the 
purchasers ate all Santa Ana people, 
evidencing their appreciation of the 
value of such property and indicating 
anticipation that business property 
values are lower now than they will 
be a few years hence. 
The recent sale of the pretty home 
of S. E. Babson on North Main street, 
just outside of the city limits, for 
$20,000 establishes a new value for 
property In that vicinity. 
The sale, 
w as made to LeRoy Hall, a banker of 
Crawford, Nebraska, who will make 
his home here. Mr. Crawford has re­ 
turned to his Crawford home to pre­ 
pare to move his family here, and is 
expected to return here by the first of 
May to take up a permanent resi- 
dnce. 
There are five acres in the 
tract, with high class improvements, 
the fine improvements being an im­ 
portant consideration in the price paid 
for the home. 
Mr. Babson and family will move to 
Los Angeles, but will not make the 
change until after school closes. They 
will rent here temporarily as they 
have to give possession of their prop­ 
erty on the first of May. 
C. W. Gardner, a resident of Harp­ 
er for the past few years, has invest­ 
ed In a thirty-two acre ranch at Cap­ 
istrano, which he has purchased from 
John J. Harrison, 618 Parton street, 
this city.

The tract consists of thirty- 
two acres on the Hot Springs road 
and was formerly the Congdon ranch.

THAT WHEAT SUBSIDY. 


The artificial stim ulation of wheat 
production for the present year may 
turn out, after all. to have been a wise 
policy. 
The nation has been recon­ 
ciled to losing about a billion dollars 
as a result of the wheat guarantee to 
American farm ers. This has been ac­ 
cepted philosophically as a war ex­ 
pense that could not have been fore- 
seW lw But according to statem ents 
made by H erbert Hoover, internat­ 
ional food adm inistrator, the govern­ 
ment may not lose anything on 
the 
wheat crop. 
For instead of a great 
world surplus of wheat this year, he 
foresees a possible deficit again. 


The close of the war has not ira-. 
mediately increased production. 
Sev- j 
eral countries which normally exportj 
wheat, among them Russia. Bulgaria, j 
India, Roumania and Serbia, will have i 
to import grain this year. 
Thus, it ; 
there is freedom in the world mar- [ 
kel, the 
price 
will 
rise 
American , 
wheat, therefore, may actually 
be j 
worth $2.26 a bushel, or even more J 
than that, in the open market. 
It is too early yet to make more 
than a rough guess.

of spring wheat is as heavy as has 
been expected, and the American crop 
beats all records, it w ill still be need­ 
ed and readily absorbed.

To the Editor: 
While it may seem to some that a 
Sunday closing

such as is now pending In tile Legisla­ 
ture. will not affect" them very vital­ 
ly, yet the fact is that a principle un­ 
derlies the enactm ent of such a law, 
and that the violation of this principle 
will vitally affect every man. woman 
and child in this state. 
The 
American 
government 
was 
Rounded upon the separation of church 
and state. 
Bitter persecutions in the 
early New England colonies furnished 
an object lesson, warning against the 
union ot religion and politics. 
The 
first amendment to the Federal Consti­ 
tution contains a provision prohibiting 
the enactment of any law "respecting 
an establishm ent of religion, or pro­ 
hibiting the free exercise thereof.” 
The State sustains absolutely no re­ 
lation whatever to Christian people 
as such. 
It does not know whether a 
man is a Christian or an infidel. 
It 
doesn't deal with him on the basis of 
the religion he professes, but on the 
basis of citizenship, and w hatever it 
grants to one man it should grant to 
jail men, without any reference as to 
whether they make a profession of re 
Iigion or not. 
It is just as much the right of a man, 
so far as State law is concerned, not 
to worship God at all. as to worship 
Him. 
The reverse is likewise true, 
that every man has the right to wor­ 
ship God. if he so desires. 
But the 
State has nothing whatever to do with 
a man s religion or worship, except to 
see that one man does not abuse an­ 
other in exercising his conscientious 
convictions.

Rigidly 
enforced Sunday laws have been pro­ 
posed by many religious enthusiasts 
as a cure for these evils. 
The history of the past shows that 
serious results follow when the State 
seeks to enforce the observance of a 
day of rest. 
The greatest example of 
national ruin and most complete de­ 
struction of the State, the most thor­ 
ough annihilation of society on the 
earth occurred in the W estern Em­ 
pire of Rome when the most far reach­ 
ing Sunday laws were in force. 
It is contrary to true Christian prin­ 
ciples as given iii the Bible to suppose 
that everything good should be en­ 
forced by civil law. 
The State can 
rightfully deal only with civic ques­ 
tions; not with religion. 
Prayer is 
commendable; 
but 
State-enforced 
prayer is wrong. 
It is bad for the 
State and bad for the individual, mak­ 
ing him appear to he religious when 
he is not. 
No civil law ought to re 
quire baptism, and yet every Christian 
ought to accept this rite voluntarily. 
The Sabbath ought to be observed, 
but all W’ho keep it should do so vol­ 
untarily. without any State law re­ 
quiring it. 
Christ’s counsel on this

is: 
“Render 
therefore

The first amendment to the 
United States Constitution is in per­ 
fect accord with this principle

Nealley 
Says That 
Capital 
Must Meet the Situation 
To Avoid Strife 


W ith E. M. Nealley as the speaker, 
a discussion; on Bolshevism featured 
the meeting of the Present Day Club 
Monday evening st tho home of Judge 
and Mrs. W. H. Thomas. Nealley pre­ 
sented what he considers the under­ 
lying reasons for the Bolshevist move­ 
ment. In brief, it bi an effort by the 
masses to secure a readjustment of 
government. 
At the meeting there was music by 
Mrs. Ella O&mpau and C. A. Gustlin. 
Mrs. Campau sang ‘ Dost'Thou Know 
That Fair Land?” from the opera Mig­ 
non, and “The Night Has a Thousand 
Eyes” by Miss Charlotte L'resser of 
Santa Ana. 
E. MV Nealley said that the pro­ 
nunciation of Bolsheviks as given by 
the librarian in Loa Angeles, is Bol- 
shi’ vee kee\ 
“Theoretically, Bolshevism 
is 
the 
Simon pure original socialism of Kart 
Marx,” said Nealley. 
‘ Progress 
is 
evolution, a series of stages, each cul­ 
minating in revolution. 
The present 
stage is the capitalistic stage, resting 
on capital, competition and wages. The 
new' order will be a 
labor common­ 
wealth, one class the workers, one 
form of income and return for labor 
and service.” 
Nealley said the Bol­ 
shevik! have been greatly misrepre­ 
sented. and quoted from Ross, author 
of “Russia In Upheaval” and Raymond 
Robins, head of the Red Cross in Rus­ 
sia. 
“People fail to distinguish between 
the Bolshevist system and the usual 
phenomena of revolutionary 
disturb­ 
ances;” said he. 
“Crowd 
psychology 
has played a tremendous role in the 
annals of history. 
“ Yyiiat must inevitably be the resu lt 
when re s tra in t is rem oved from 178,- 
000,000 
starving, 
ignorant, 
warring 
people? Their leaders are not ignor­ 
ant people. Lenin® has been a univer 
sity professor and Trotsky is equally 
w’ell read. 
One had better judge of 
the United States by reading the con­ 
stitution than by reading a report of a 
gasoline lynching in Tennessee. 
The 
constitution of Bolshevism is not made 
by ignorant men. drunk with power.” 
Nealley said he was not in sym­ 
pathy with the Russian constitution, 
and certainly he did not think it the 
thing for America, but he said he 
wished to look at the m atter fairly. 
Two things are emphasized in the 
constitution, work and schools. Under 
the old regime public schools were un­ 
known. Only the children of the rich 
were educated. 
The plan is to have 
every man earn a living by productive 
labor and have every child educated. 
One must consider what any kind 
of a change in government in Russia 
would mean. 
One must remember 
that for three centuries the landless 
peasants have been persecuted. They 
have had no experience In government. 
Sudden freedom brought on revolu­ 
tionary axceeses. 
Any revolution has 
its bad features, but worse than revo­ 
lution is oppression. 
Out of oppres­ 
sion came the American revolution. 
Nealley said he believes it a mistake 
to send our armies to Russia. 
He J 
favors letting the Bolshevik! work out 
their own salvation. As a student of 
sociology. Nealley said 
that 
history 
has never had a broader, more fear-j 
less program for the reconstruction! 
of human society, even though it fails. 
“If we don’t want Bolshevism to spread ' 
as the flu did.” said he, “we had better | 
do some housecleaning.
